Infertility Cattle Due Ovarian 


ROBERTS, D.V.M., Cornell University 


The subject infertility cattle due 
ovarian diseases one that great deal 
interest me. think that the discussion 
ovarian disease should bring out the 
fact that the ovaries being located intermediate 
between the pituitary, which controls their 
function, and the tubular portion the genital 
tract, which activated the ovary, that 
have organ which intermediate loca- 
tion and that profoundly influenced the 
activity the reproductive tract itself. 
have wide variety conditions which will 
affect the ovaries and think that have 
tendency blame any abnormalities the 
estrus cycle some the abnormalities and 
infertility ovarian disease when reality 
the ovaries are not fault and due either 
the pituitary, the feeding, the manage- 
ment, the conditions affecting the tubular 
portion the genital tract. So, whenever 
speak ovarian disease think that have 
very careful and examination the 
ovaries consider that the ovaries are more 
often influenced outside factors than they 
are diseased within themselves. 

Now the various types infertility 
conditions affecting the ovary think that the 
hormonal conditions are one the more 
common and basically hormonal disturbances 
the ovary fall into primarily single condi- 
tion. And this condition failure abnor- 
mality the release from the pituitary 
gland. When this not released properly, 
slowed, diminished amount the hor- 
mone released have abnormalities 
ovulation. And these abnormalities ovula- 
tion include: cystic ovaries; cystic corpus 
luteum; delayed ovulation; failure ovula- 
tion; and possibly some the other abnormali- 
ties such defective ova release, etc. 
these conditions the most work has been done 
the cystic ovary cystic follicle, which- 
ever you wish call and that this condition 
seen primarily the high producing dairy 
cow and develops soon after parturition during 
the peak lactation. There very definite 
evidence show that the higher the lactation 
the higher the incidence cystic ovaries. 
There also hereditary factor here and 
certain cow families are prone this condi- 
tion. Recent work the Swedish workers 
along this line have shown that certain bulls 
can potent factor transmitting this 
trait for cystic ovaries. 

The symptoms cystic ovaries, course, 
are well known most you. The frequent 
recurrent symptoms estrum about 
per cent, and the other per cent may 
get failure estrum with the history that 
the cow has failed come into heat for

rather long period time. Now why have 
these cows that fail come into heat not 
well explained but one explanation may 
that there “estrus block.” know 
that when spay cow and inject estrogen, 
she will come into heat, but when continue 
inject estrogen, heat will cease the usual 
length time and more heat will pro- 
duced, other words, get CNS block 
for the estrogen which being produced. And 
the other hand know that although 
these cystic follicles contain estrogen, some 
them contain very low level and that 
may that the level too low for the 
threshold necessary produce the symptoms 
heat. The other symptoms which along 
with this are enlarged, edematous, vulva; 
the sunken ligaments; frequent genital dis- 
charge which grey mucoid type secre- 
tion that some have confused with discharge 
from the uterus and have called endo- 
metritis. Many workers have sectioned and 
cultured these uteri and there very low 
incidence endometritis accompanying cystic 
ovaries. The advanced cases have the typical 
elevated tail-head; the steer-like conforma- 
tion; and some instances mucometria with 
atrophy the endometria, and atrophy the 
myometrium with development the uterus 
filled with mucous that may confused with 
pregnancy. Occasionally you will get cervix 
which 4-5 inches diameter filled with 
thick tenacious mucous that also goes along 
with the prolonged cases cystic ovaries that 
have existed over period 7-8 months, 
particularly where treatment 
given. 

Now far these cysts are concerned, the 
size will vary you know, and there 
correlation between the size the cysts and 
the symptoms that are shown. matter 
how much estrogen produced the cyst 
and not the size and you will find that ap- 
proximately 40-50 per cent the cysts are 
bilateral with 30-35 per cent the left ovary 
and 20-25 per cent the right. 

Now another thing which you will note with 
this cystic ovary thing routinely examined 
cows that anywhere from 20-50 days after 
parturition fair number these cows will 
develop cystic ovaries that the owner has not 
detected. think this one the best reasons 
for examining, particularly best cows, 
tinely this period that you detect this 
condition early. the larger cysts usually 
treat and the smaller cysts usually massage 
them and indicate that they were somewhat 
cystic and should rechecked month 
sure that the condition does not recur. 

The treatment cystic ovaries well 
established and one the common questions 
which asked is, “Which the best treat- 
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ment?” Insofar have been able deter- 
mine the results have been pretty much the 
same. It’s matter selection your cases, 
the dosage level, etc. think, however, 
that for the average commercial dairy, 2500 
5000 units chorionic gonadotrophin in- 
travenously sufficient. not think you 
need 10,000 20,000 for those 
animals. know also that the chorionic 
gonadotrophin more apt produce occa- 
sional anaphylactic reaction and for this rea- 
son, particularly cows which have been 
treated before, think good incorporate 
few adrenalin with the chorionic 
gonadotrophin. 

Another thing remember this treatment 
that the manual rupture the cyst not 
necessary. Many veterinarians and 
not harmful long damage caused 
the ovary but not necessary manually 
rupture the cyst. The injection the will 
luteinize the cyst and you want examine 
these week ten days later you feel the 
luteinizing tissue forming those cysts and 
course once this tissue has formed the cow 
goes out the cystic condition and the cycle 
reestablished. 


Another thing that very troublesome 
that some these cows, which are very prone 
this condition will relapse the next heat 
period. other words you correct this condi- 
tion, they come into heat and since this 
anomaly ovulation where not 
released the time heat then you get 
another follicle becoming cystic, you treat that 
and they cystic the next heat. That kind 
can very troublesome and think should 
logically treated the time breeding 
and inject the that time and ovulation 
will promoted and this will not interfere 
with conception. have number cows 
which must treated this manner 
order get conception. 


Another thing remember that these 
cows which the pituitary gonadotrophins 
are used will develop antibodies against these 
proteins and result the cow does not 
respond. make rule use different 
products necessary repeat the treatment. 
know your results are better you not 
use the same product over and over again. 

recent years these persistent cases 
cystic ovaries have become more troublesome. 
Frequently you have given the cow 2-3 doses 
and she fails respond because the 
antibodies being produced and further dosage 
apt equally ineffective. was inter- 
ested report the European literature 
the intrafollicular injection hormones. The 
hormone placed directly into the cystic 
follicle into the site where the lutein tissue 
going form and this way avoiding the 
Possible neutralization the passing 
thru the blood stream and body tissues before 
gets the ovary. The technique rather 
useful, doesn’t work all the time, hasn’t 
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worked occasion for me, but has its place 
persistent cases. The technique easy and 
can best illustrate slides. The instruments 
are syringe, polyethylene tubing, adapter, 
2”-18 ga. needle, and hog bleeding 
needle, ga. the large cows use the 
tubing because easier. wash the 
perineum, take the needle thru the vagina 
with one hand, insert the other the rectum, 
bring the ovary back the vagina and pierce 
the needle thru the vaginal wall into the cyst, 
drain off the fluid, and inject the hormone 
directly into the cyst. usually draw off 
some the fluid that when you inject the 
hormone you won’t rupture the cyst and lose 
the hormone. 

The next technique used with small cows. 
You simply insert the 4%-inch needle thru 
the ischial-rectal fossa (after disinfecting the 
skin) and place one hand the rectum, bring- 
ing the ovary back the needle, insert the 
needle into the cyst and withdraw the fluid. 
Then put the hormone directly into the cyst. 

these cases cystic ovaries generally 
make rule breed the cows the next 
heat period the genital tract normal. Some 
people not recommend that because the 
increased chance twins. This will occur oc- 
casionally but have not seen increased 
incidence doing this and since the cow has 
already been infertile for long time any delay 
think needless the average herd. 


Another thing that use these very 
persistent cases stop lactation the cow 
very valuable brood cow. You occasionally 
find very valuable animal which they will 
anything get calf from. After you 
have worked for five six months and she 
still cystic, tell the owner dry her up. Fre- 
quently you can stop the lactation, the hor- 
mones which are elaborated from the pituitary 
the conclusion lactation, seem get 
these animals back into breeding condition 
again and some will conceive.

Now because 
the fact that have failed find cystic 
pregnant animal and the fact that these 
cystic are fairly common when you are 
looking for them, wonder this not

common cause for failure conception 
these animals. have these cows that seem 
perfectly normal, they breed, but fail 
conceive. studied this further and found 
that these cystic were not associated with 
anestrum. The cows would have fairly normal 
heat cycles even though the cystic were 
produced. Recently five instances these 
cysts were tapped and the fluid drained off 
and each instance the cows have continued 
maintain pregnancy and normal gestation 
period. That admittedly not great enough 
number become excited about and further 
work should done. recent herd 
examined for routine pregnancy, had 
cystic from which withdrew anywhere 

this condition interesting and see 
fairly often and further work certainly 
needed determine the importance this 
condition these animals. this last herd 
simply tapped them will see how they 
turn out. Previously this, had been using 
these cases and felt that was getting 
further luteinization the follicles that 
further work should done, injecting 
two weeks, three weeks, four weeks, more 
after breeding see will result the 
development normal CL. These 
upon rectal palpation are rather large, rather 
ovoid and they fluctuate palpation. Some 
these you can rupture with gentle massage 
but where you draw the line between gentle 
massage and removing something that 
takes little experience. you want avoid 
the possibility removing the and bring 
the cow into heat three days, better 
tap the ovary. think you little less 
trauma than with massage. 

Delayed ovulation seen all when 
check cows 36-48 hours after service and find 
normal follicle. these cases you sort 
wonder what do. usually give small dose 
Progesterone, both which stimu- 
late ovulation, and breed the cow again. Some 
these will conceive. The better way treat 
them however, give them mg. Pro- 
gesterone small amount the time 
heat and that will promote ovulation and 
these think, justified, since they won’t 
conceive bred the time heat. 


Failure Estrum. think that many 
have associated this with ovarian disease. 


think that very seldom associated with 
ovarian disease and have grouped these into 
two groups the basis rectal examina- 
tion. Anyone who working with cattle 
can’t diagnose these looking over the fence. 
must rectal exam. The two groups 
are: those that have normal corpus luteum 
and those that not. those that have 
normal you had better check them care- 
fully they may pregnant. Another thing 
the silent unobserved heat and 
know that from 10-30 per cent cows 
thru this the 30-60 days following calving. 


That number can increased having 
herdsman who doesn’t see very well who 
doesn’t watch them very closely and then 
you get into the problem unobserved heats, 
herds that are using artificial insemination 
combined with unobserved heats then 
this can raise with the breeding pro- 
gram. There you have problem trying 
train the owner herdsman the import- 
ance because every cow that missed heat 
will cost the owner 20-30 dollars for that 
week period that misses seeing her heat. 

Then have the retained persistent 
and these can divided into three types:

Retained because early embryonic 
death. This not retained but rather 
pregnancy that terminated early. 

uterine pathology cows which have 
not been bred. The only way you can diagnose 
examine the cows twice week for 
weeks after parturition. treatment neces- 
sary and the cow overcomes without being 
treated. 


cases which have corpora luteum, espe- 
cially well kept herd, you had better look 
out because they may having silent heat 
and may just coming into heat have just 
gone out. When you check the ovaries these 
and feel normal you should examine 
them very carefully. You may find follicle; 
the uterus may erect indicating approaching 
heat; you may not find follicle but find 
depression indicating recent ovulation. you 
want check yourself you can put specu- 
lum the vagina and determine the amount 
vaginal stimulation this time. 


The most common cause for this condition 
being present the low plane nutrition. This 
condition will cause delayed puberty and 
failure estrum. cows are not getting 
enough eat they will not come into heat. 
This also seen debilitating diseases and 
senile cows whose teeth are going bad and 
they are very poor shape.

Canine Respiratory

incidence either course the naturally 
occurring disease had been recognized the 
dog prior Since 1955 great strides 
have been made recognizing the dissemin- 
ated disease with several hundred authenti- 
cated cases now matter 
Progress has been swift, and the veterinarians 
the endemic areas routinely diagnose dis- 
seminated coccidioidomycosis. However, the 
disease not being reported frequently enough 
from outside endemic areas for several 
reasons, one them being that casual re- 
view the literature might lead one believe 
that most coccidioidomycosis the dog dis- 
seminated when actually the reverse true. 
Most cases coccidioidomycosis the dog 
and man are primary pulmonary infections 
and not metastasize beyond the thoracic 
cavity. 

veterinarian should consider coccidioido- 
mycosis his diagnosis whenever pulmonary 
infection encountered following even 
transient exposure enzootic area. Ordin- 
arily the exposure would precede symptoms 
few days few weeks, not months 
years. 


The second reason more coccidioidomycosis 
not reported outside enzootic areas 
the difficult-to-comprehend fact that while 
effective antigen daily use for complement 
fixation tests and precipitin tests, not 
universally available laboratories through- 
out the land. This lack availability the 
antigen constitutes the major bottleneck 
more widespread recognition the disease 
dogs. The dog the most susceptible the 
domestic animals coccidioidal infection. 
Veterinarians outside enzootic areas should 
coccidioidomycosis-conscious because 
California alone field trial competitions in- 
volving hundreds dogs from all over the 
United States and Canada annually constitute 
susceptible population whose exposure 
inevitable.

Based the parallelism existing between 
the infection man and the dog which 
well documented, the experience vet- 
erinarians one enzootic and published 
surveys from other enzootic areas, one must 
conclude that the great majority cases 
coccidioidomycosis the dog are the benign, 
self-limiting, primary pulmonary type analo- 
gous “Valley Fever” 


Primary Pulmonary 


Clinically this syndrome anorexia, fever 
and cough following exposure the enzootic 
areas California and other southwestern 
states should differentiated from the dis- 
temper-hepatitis complex, kennel cough and 
other bacterial and viral pneumonias. Prob- 
ably the outstanding suggestive aid pre- 
sumptive diagnosis fever nonresponsive 
the broad spectrum antibiotic and chemo- 
therapeutic agents. This, associated with pul- 
monary signs such cough, rales, evidence 
pleuritis and intermittent anorexia, should 
lead tentative diagnosis coccidioido- 
mycosis, and serology will confirm deny this 
diagnosis. Radiology valuable aid diag- 
nosis and should employed order vali- 
date reasonable early prognosis. Radiological 
evidence infiltrates, mediastinal adenopathy 
and negative for bone lesions consistent with 
the “Valley Fever” syndrome, and follow-up 
films can quite helpful arriving 
reasonably accurate prognosis. 

Prognosis clinically diagnosed primary 
pulmonary coccidioidomycosis favorable. 
The literature indicates that man about one 
out 500 cases coccidioidomycosis dissem- 
inates, and dogs the figure probably 
higher, i.e., more dissemination occurs dogs.’ 
Even dissemination was five times fre- 
quent dogs (no one has shown that is) 
that would still give you considerable leeway 
granting favorable prognosis for primary 
pulmonary coccidioidomycosis. 

Clinical care primary coccidioidomycosis 
mainly symptomatic and supportive; rest, 
proper diet, antibiotics control secondary 
invaders, and vitamins and analgesics are in- 
dicated. Vomiting and diarrhea are not un- 
common, and symptomatic treatment including 
tranquilizers and antidiarrheal compounds 
rational therapy. 


Disseminated Coccidioidomycosis 
Disseminated coccidioidomycosis may 
either acute chronic. The chronic form 
wasting disease with metastatic lesions follow- 
ing months years the initial pulmonary 
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infection. Bone lesions are usually present, and 
lameness prominent symptom. 

Prognosis disseminated coccidioidomy- 
cosis poor and euthanasia should usually 
recommended. However, recent sym- 
posium the Kern County Veterinary Medical 
Association case was presented which 
amputation limb with painful coccidioi- 
dal lesion was reported.

acute disseminated coccidioidomycosis 
see fatal fulminating disease characterized 
coccidioidal granulomas the lung and any 
all visceral organs. Diagnosis these cases 
may made quickly examination 
spherules from draining lesions, micro- 
scopic study biopsy tissue sections and 
identification the organism with its charac- 
teristic endospores. The prognosis is, course, 
poor acute disseminated coccidioidomycosis. 

recommend cultural aids diagnosis 
any but experienced laboratory technician 
modern laboratory would foolhardy. 
The fungus grows too easily too many 
medias, and its luxuriant white growth belies 
its deadly potential. Even the hands 
trained personnel modern laboratories in- 
fections occur. Fiese, his excellent mono- 
graph coccidioidomycosis, cites many labo- 
ratory infections 

Immunity established man following 
primary respiratory infection, and the same 
probably true the dog. Some preliminary 
work being done developing vaccine, 
but present nothing noteworthy has been

The accompanying photograph illustrates 
buckskin mare, years old, which was first 
seen November 24, 1958. has been 
the same premises for two years.

Symptoms that time were marked emacia- 
tion, staggering and/or wobbling gait, dragging 
rear toes, temperature 104 degrees, pulse 
75, respiration 25, all visible mucous mem- 
branes were stained deep orange, golden- 
rod color. 


History was that the owner (who lives quite 
remote from the animal) had been informed 
the day before the person feeding the ani- 
mal that had not eaten for the previous 
week, and probably “should looked at.” 


The premises consisted lean-to, and 
small corral about feet feet, and was 
situate the side hill, within series 
hills, the nearest residence any side being 
about half mile away; fact the animal was 
fairly well isolated—barn-wise—from contact 
with any other domestic animal, although this 
area probably traversed coyotes, skunks, 
possum, loose dogs, etc., was ridden one 
two children around the surrounding area. 

The feed was apparently fair quality, con- 
sisting alfalfa and oat hay, with occasionally 
trace grain. 


Diagnosis jaundice was made, and meas- 
ures taken ascertain the cause. 

Blood was drawn—it was quite green col- 
ored, very thin, and apparently had clotting 
power. Hematocrits were run with resultant 
PCV and buffy coat 1.5. 


The feed was changed known good qual- 
ity, consisting hay, bran, and grain, and 
treatment instituted. After three days the 
appetite returned, and the horse ate fairly well, 
and has continued since, although 
apparent that the anemia and cachexia still 
remain; period approximately four 
months. The mucous membranes are now 
lemon colored, the gait still wobbling, al- 
though the toes are not dragged badly 
when first seen. 


Blood was again drawn March 13, 1959; 
there was more clotting power, but hematocrits 
again showed improvement, the same fig- 
ures being obtained above. 


Leptospirosis was suspected, 
seemed some basis for that thought 
the primary laboratory blood examinations;

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The California Brucellosis Control Area Program*

Chief, Bureau Livestock Disease Control 


has now been over years since Cali- 
fornia established brucellosis control pro- 
gram based Calfhood vaccinations. During 
the last year, and the next few years ahead, 
considerable changes have been and will 
taking place the control program. These 
changes will affect all, nearly all, large 
animal practitioners the state. you are 
participate the brucellosis control pro- 
gram, the changes that are being brought 
about will perhaps affect you greater 
degree than any other changes which may 
occur your practice. 

During 1934, the nation-wide program 
control and eradicate brucellosis was launched 
under the direction the United States De- 
partment Agriculture cooperation with 
the state livestock sanitary officials. first, 
the eradication program was combination 
disease control and cattle reduction effort. 
The nation was suffering from drought con- 
dition that time and the cattle population 
were reduced number stabilize the 
economy, was feasible and practical that 
diseased animals should the first removed 
from the herds. This was “test and slaughter” 
program, with the federal government paying 
$25 indemnity for reactors. Under 
this program valuable gains were made 
control brucellosis. 1941 this national effort 
was augmented the calf vaccination pro- 
gram and 1952 the milk ring test was in- 
corporated into the program. This milk ring 
test proved very rapid method 
screening large number dairy herds and 
has permitted regulatory officials concen- 
trate their attention herds suspected in- 
fection. 

The program whole, was fairly well 
accepted and 1955, the 38th Congress the 
United States made available $20 million an- 
nually accelerate the program all states. 
This amount was addition the nearly 
million already appropriated. The an- 
nouncement this accelerated program was 
made President Eisenhower nation- 
wide broadcast. 

Since then, the program has expanded very 
rapidly, until today least 1,327 counties 
including states and Puerto Rico, have 
qualified modified, certified, brucellosis- 
free areas. anticipated that June 
this year, 1,833 counties including states, 


Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands will 
certified. 


protect the gains made the various 
States, the Federal Brucellosis Interstate regu- 
lation went into effect January 1957. Essen-

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tially, this regulation required all breeding 
cattle from brucellosis certified area, 
pass negative blood test within days 
prior interstate movement. 

Each year thousands California beef cattle 
move into Nevada and Oregon for spring and 
summer grazing and return their home 
ranches the fall. Immediately these cattle 
owners were faced with testing their cattle 
prior each interstate movement. About the 
same time, dairymen Del Norte and Siskiyou 
counties were facing the problem qualifying 
their herds brucellosis-free order 
market their milk Oregon. Also, San Joa- 
quin Valley dairymen had test their herds 
order market dairy products other 
states. These industry members requested their 
legislators grant relief from these restric- 
tions, means laws and regulations that 
would enable them qualify their areas 
certified. This resulted the enactment and 
immediate adoption the brucellosis control 
area law the 1957 Session the California 
Legislature. Regulations were then adopted 
the Department Agriculture carry out 
the law. These were based the Uniform 
Methods and Rules for Eradicating Brucellosis, 
recommended the United States Depart- 
ment Agriculture. 

setting forth plans carry out the con- 
trol area program, one the first things 
accomplished was determine the prac- 
ticing veterinarians would assume the re- 
sponsibility for the testing work. This was 
discussed with the contract veterinarians’ 
representatives the June 1957 meeting. 
These representatives, acting for all contract 
veterinarians, agreed carry out the testing 
work, but desired relieved the brand- 
ing and appraising reactors. approached 
the program with these agreements mind. 

Immediately northern counties made re- 
quests enter into the control.area program. 
Hearings were held the State Department 
Agriculture and the counties were 
adopted brucellosis control areas. This set 
off chain reactions, and county after 
county has requested enter the program. 
Today counties are brucellosis control areas. 
Hearings are scheduled for the 45th area, 
Kern County, February 18, 1959. 


How the work carried out? 

First, the work administered the state 
through ten district offices, much the same 
manner the calf vaccination program. The 
vaccination program, however, has been 
owner-client relationship.

Therefore, the herds must 
tested and retested promptly when due. 

The dairy herds are first screened the 
ring test. The milk samples for this test are 
collected regulatory lay inspectors, usually 
the creameries. The samples are tested 
State Federal mobile trailer laboratory. 
Experience thus far has shown that about 
per cent the dairy herds have passed nega- 
tive the ring test and were not required 
blood tested. The remaining per cent 
have been suspicious and were 
the district offices for blood testing the 
practicing veterinarian soon 

commercial beef herds, only per cent 
the mature cows are required tested, 
but reactors are revealed, the entire herd 
must tested. Practicing veterinarians draw 
the blood samples. These samples are mailed, 
shipped bus, the nearest laboratory. 
When the results are determined, and re- 
actors are revealed, state Federal in- 
spector assigned brand and appraise the 
reactors and issue the necessary permits 
slaughter. Owners receive $75 indemnity 
for grade animals and $125 for purebred 
animals from both the federal and state gov- 
ernments. They also receive the salvage from 
the slaughtered animal. The practicing veter- 
inarians receive from the federal government 
per stop plus 50c per head for bleeding. 
This the reimbursement for their services. 
control area, all eligible beef calves must 
vaccinated. This has caused great in- 
crease vaccinations throughout the state 
during 1958. The total vaccinations were 
419,609—an all-time high compared with 
about 350,000 year previous years. The 
practicing veterinarians, turn, are receiving 
larger sums for their services the vaccina- 
tion program. The funds budgeted for reim- 
bursement the 399 contract veterinarians 
the State for this fiscal year are $490,750 
from the state and federal governments, 
average $1,230 per veterinarian. 1958, 
five veterinarians received over $5,000 under 
this program. 

carry out this work, essential that 
the tests and vaccinations handled promptly, 
accurately and thoroughly. The practicing 
veterinarians engaged the control area 
work thus far have done very excellent 
job. During 1958, 238,295 cattle were tested 
10,155 herds; 5,177 reactors were branded. 
interesting note that the over-all in- 
fection rate California running less than 
per cent but the herd infection rate quite 


high some areas. This shows that good 
job has been done the vaccination program, 
but the testing program has pointed out spots 
infection not previously revealed and has 
permitted eliminate these centers 
infection. 


How Soon Will You Affected 
the Program? 

For budget purposes, have anticipated 
that the work will extend the Tehachapi’s 
during this fiscal year and involve the entire 
state during the 1959-60 fiscal year. antici- 
pate that most the counties which entered 
the program the beginning, will certified 
June 30, 1959. Four counties have already 
achieved this status. These certified areas must 
recertified every three years. June 30, 
1960, most the counties the program 
should certified and the entire state should 
control area.

The Erythrocytes 


The mass circulating red cells plus the 
erythropoietic tissue the bone marrow con- 
stitute organ which may designated the 
erythron. Pathologic and physiologic states 
may affect the erythron manner result 
in: (a) trophy anemia, (b) hypertrophy 
polycythemia, (c) dehydration hemoconcen- 
tration, and (d) hydremia hemodilution.

Anemia associated with hypothroidism, 
hypofunction the adrenal cortex (Addison’s 
disease) and insufficiency the anterior 
pituitary (Simmond’s disease). the other 
hand, polycythemia develops hyperfunction 
the adrenal cortex (Cushing’s disease). 


The erythron kept delicate balance such 
that the daily release erythrocytes from the 
bone marrow equal the daily removal 
over-aged cells. When massive loss erythro- 
cytes occurs, such hemolytic disease 
hemorrhage, the resulting anoxia triggers the 
production erythropoietin. This factor 
carried the blood the bone marrow where 
its specific action intensify erythrocyte 
production. Recent research postulates that 
erythropoietin produced the 
administration also stimulates erythro- 
poiesis but the mechanism unknown. One 
suggestion that cobalt may produce local 
condition the kidneys and thereby 
stimulate production erythropoietin. 


Structure and function the erythrocyte: 


The red cell made water, 60-70 per 
cent; hemoglobin, 28-35 per cent; and matrix, 
per cent.

The mammalian erythrocyte anuclear 
while all other vertebrates (birds, reptiles, 
etc.) have nucleated red cells. The mammalian 
erythrocytes are round disks with the excep- 
tion the family Camellidae, which includes 
the camel, alpaca, and llama, which the 
cells are elliptical. Some members the deer 
family have sickle shaped erythrocytes. 

The primary function the erythrocyte 
serve carrier the respiratory pigment, 
hemoglobin. The incorporation hemoglobin 
special cell makes possible the complex 
structure and specialized activities verte- 
brates. Hemoglobin solution the plasma 
the concentration required vertebrates 
would incompatable with the necessary 
physiologic functions blood. The erythrocyte 
mass contributes significantly blood volume 
and the dynamics circulation. general, 
the volume per cent erythrocytes less 
than one-half the total blood volume shown 
the PCV the hematocrit the various 
domestic animals. 


Production erythrocytes: the embryo 
and fetus, erythrocyte production occurs first 
the yolk sac and then the liver and spleen 
and finally the bone marrow. adult life, 
health, erythropoiesis limited the bone 
marrow. However, certain disease states the 
liver and spleen may revert red cell produc- 
tion post natal life. 


The erythrocyte maturation series the 
bone marrow from the primitive blast cell 
the definitive erythrocyte consists the fol- 
lowing: rubriblast, prorubricyte, basophilic 
rubricyte, polychromatophilic rubricyte, meta- 
rubricyte, reticulocyte and erythrocyte. All 
cells within the series are nucleated and 
including the metarubricyte and maturation 
proceeds the cell size diminishes. 

The reticulocyte somewhat larger than the 
mature erythrocyte. The reticulocyte stains 
light blue grey with Wright’s Giemsa’s 
stains, synthesis hemoglobin not com- 
plete the time release peripheral blood.

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Such immature cells are designated polychro- 
matophilic erythrocytes. The percentage 
reticulocytes occurring peripheral blood 
health follows: Swine, 2.0; dog, 1.5;

herent errors and each technician introduces 
personal errors. However, well-trained tech- 
nician able obtain counts that agree 
fairly closely when repeated the same sam- 
ple. Two equally well-trained technicians may 
have much per cent difference be- 
tween them counts made the same blood 
sample. The accuracy the hemoglobin deter- 
mination will depend the procedure em- 
ployed. The color matching methods are less 
reliable than methods which the photoelec- 
tric colorimeter spectrophotometer used.

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Recent Legislation Interest Veterinarians 


The 1959 session the California State 
Legislature has adopted several changes the 
Agricultural Code which are interest the 
veterinary profession. These are: 


Chapter (Assembly Bill 584) 


Approved the Governor March 10, 1959, 
filed with Secretary State March 20, 1959. 

Adds Section 260.25 read: “It unlawful 
for any person other than federal, state, 
county municipal officer employee, his 
official capacity, accredited veterinarian, 
buy, possess use any device designed 
produce mark, stamp tattoo that simulates 
design the official tattoo, tag mark 
adopted the Department and the United 
States Department Agriculture for identify- 
ing cattle officially vaccinated against brucel- 
losis.” 


Adds 260.85. See Chapter 296 below. 


Amends Section 263.2 read: “Any bovine 
animal brucellosis area reacting 
positively test for brucellosis shall imme- 
diately branded and identified accord- 
ance with the rules and regulations the 
director, and shall slaughtered within 
days accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions the director. 


Chapter (Senate Bill 138) 


Approved the Governor April 1959, 
filed with Secretary State April 10, 1959. 

Amends Section 181 read: “It unlawful 
for any licensed veterinarian any person 
operating animal disease diagnostic labora- 
tory upon gaining information thereof, fail 
immediately report accordance with 
regulations the director, the location, de- 
scription, and name and address the owner 
person charge, known, any animal 
poultry affected with any infectious, con- 
tagious transmissible disease specified 
such regulations.” 


Amends Section 200 read: “Upon informa- 
tion received the director the existence 
any contagious, infectious transmissible 
disease affecting domestic animals poultry 
within this State, shall thoroughly investi- 
gate the same, and may enter any premises 
and inspect any animal poultry. may 
establish such quarantine, sanitary, and police 
regulations may necessary circum- 
scribe and exterminate such disease.” 


Adds 207.9 read: “In order prevent the 
Spread livestock diseases, unlawful, 
except under written permit the director, 
remove, cause removed, any live- 
Stock from slaughterhouse pens, yards, cor- 
rals similar holding places where livestock 
held for the purpose immediate slaughter 
except directly into the slaughterhouse con- 


trolling such pens, yards, corrals similar 
holding places.” 
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Chapter 296 (Assembly Bill 386) 


Approved the Governor emergency 
become effective April 1959. 


Adds Section 260.85 read: “It unlawful 
for any person other than federal, state, 
county municipal officer employee, his 
official capacity, accredited veterinarian, 
buy, possess use vaccine antigen 
containing brucella micro-organisms, except 
accordance with rules and regulations the 
director.” 


Amends Section 264.1 provide state in- 
demnity bovine animals positively reacting 
the brucellosis test, the animal was vac- 
cinated against brucellosis after reaching 
months age (adult vaccinated) subsequent 
January 1957. 


Status State Assembly 
Bills Nos. 2165 and 2437 


2165 provided that dog may not 
required vaccinated for rabies 
veterinarian certifies that would en- 
danger the dog’s life the dog kept the 
house, fenced yard, under control com- 
petent person leash not over six feet 
length. After this bill was amended apply 
only dogs with veterinarian’s certificate 
their health, the proponents asked that 
the subject matter referred interim 
committee for study. 


2437 relating lay diagnosis preg- 
nancy: The very active CVMA Legislative 
Committee, under the chairmanship Dr. 
Robert Ormsbee, has been extremely active 
opposing this measure. Your letters assem- 
blymen were highly effective opposing the 
measure. This was especially true veteri- 
narians the southern part the state, who 
not only wrote and contacted their representa- 
tives but addition were successful ob- 
taining more than 180 signatures livestock 
men oppose the measure being dis- 
service the livestock industry.
